About Diamonds 


Many Of The World’s Diamonds 
Come From Sand In Gravel 
‘The stone which lias become most 
closely ‘associated with the month. of 
June is not its birthstone but the 
diamond, which is a popular stone 
in engagement rings. Many wedding 
rings also are now set with these 
lovely gems. Of the origin of this 
mineral, Dr, E. 8, Moore of the Royal 
Ontario Museum tells ‘us: ‘‘Diamonds 
almost always occur in dark coloured 
basic rocks, In South Africa they 
originate in pipe-like bodies of kim- 
berlite. These pipes are shaped much 
like huge carrots and the diamonds 
are sparsely scattered through th 


serpentine but in places contains as 
many as twenty or more minerals. 
The rock is crushed to almost an. un- 
believable degree. In one mine 50,- 
000 tons of rock has been concentrat- 
ed to about one cubic foot and this 
contains practically all the diamonds 
from this great quantity of rock. 
Many of the world’s diamonds 
‘come’ from placers formed by the 
weathering down of kimberlite and 
the setting of the diamonds, free to 
be washed down streams and deposit- 
ed in sand and gravel in the stream 
bed or in the ocean beaches-” :

All Out Food Production Is Necessary 
In 1946 

» OTTAWA. — Two officials of the 

Saskatchewan wheat pool arrived 

from England and said all-out food 


1947 to avoid mass starvation in 
Europe. . 

J. H. Wesson, president of the pool 
and G. W, Robertson, secretary, have 
been in London attending the inter- 
national farm conference, on behalf 
of western producers. Both gtresseé 
the need in Europe for “every bushel 
of wheat and pound of food” that can 
be produced. 

They discussed the wheat situation 
with British .government _ officials 
| from the standpoint,of the western 
wheat producer and advocated an 
international agreement between gov- 
ernments: of Europe and Canada in- 
volving quotas for the principal ex- 
porting countries and maximum and 
minimum \, prices. 

Prices would be negotiated in the 
interests of the prodiicer and the ulti-> . 
mate consumer on the basis of the 
present ceiling price of $1.55 per 
bushel, 

The international farm conference, 
which was the primary reason for 
their visit to England was a’ “huge 
success’, Mr, Wesson said.
